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Coffee County Commission votes to wait 
on setting new garbage collection fees

During the regular bimonthly 
meeting . Monday, Sept. 25, 
Coffee County Commissioners 
found differing opinions regard- 
ing when to set new garbage 
collection fees. 

The commissioners were dis- 
cussing the 'FY2007 budget 
when. the. ‘discussion began. 
Commissioner Linda Westbrook 
made. reference to money in the 
solid waste fund, and said she 
felt the commission should wait 
on setting the new fees. 

Commissioner Jim Thompson 
did, not agree one bit with 
Westbrook and quickly made a 
motion to set the garbage collec- 
tion fee at. $16 per month for 
residents. He received a second 
from Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks. 

“We ‘can approve the budget 
today without setting the rate at 
$16,” Westbrook said. “All I'm 
asking is we take 90 days and 
look at the solid- waste depart- 
ment and try: and keep ‘the rate 
down’as much as possible.” 

Thompson said the money 
Westbrook was referring; to. in 
the solid waste department was 
there because the county. put it 
there from the landfill fund. He 
insisted he did not feel it would

be the best interest of the county 
to wait to set the fees, 

Commissioner \J.L. Weeks 
seemed to agree. 

“We have a new (garbage col- 
lection) contract,” Weeks said. 
Citing higher fuel prices and 
cost of equipment, Weeks said 
the new contract is much higher 
than the one about to expire. He 
said the county is going to have 
to go up sooner or later,.and he 
feels sooner is better. 

Commissioner Robert 
Stephens ‘pointed out there is a 
fuel adjustment ‘clause in. the 
new contract that will allow: for 
review after one year. 

“I can't see why we couldn't 
put this off 90 days to set our 
rate,” Commissioner. Tom 
Grimsley said. 

He said he would prefer com- 
missioners studying the issue 
more. to get a better idea about 
the number of cans within the 
county and status of past due 
accounts: Then, ‘he said, if there 
is still a need for fees to be $16, 
he will be all for it. 

Commissioner Stephens 
made a motion with a second 
from Westbrook. to amend the 
original motion that. garbage 
fees be the same until the last 
meeting in November, During 
that meeting, the new rates will 
be set. 

The: amendment passed by a 

vete-4in4avor were commis- 
sioners. Doug ‘Dalrymple, Linda 
Westbrook, “Robert Stephens 
and Tom Grimsley. ‘Opposing 
wére.. .commissioners . Jim 
Thompson, Bernest Brooks and 
J.L. Weeks.

$5,522,752 for the general fund, 
$1,174,800 «for the - gasoline 
fund, $1,253,000 for the RRR 
gasoline fund, $371,000 for the 
public highway and traffic fund, 
$999,900. forthe -road and 
bridge fund, $2,847,000 for, the 
landfill fund, $1,033,251 for the 
solid waste fund, $1,372,500 for 
the roll-off fund and $1,193,975 
for the reappraisal fund. 


Elba City Council approves asking | 
for bids on additional garbage cans

The Elba City, Council made 


short work of their business on 
Monday evening.’ The meeting 
was over in minutes but a “work 


session” is scheduled for next: 


Monday evening to “handle 
some things’ we need to’ work 
on”,‘Mayor James Grimes said. 

The: meeting opened with the 
police chief ‘telling’ council 
members that every thing was 
routine ‘in: the department, He 
then added that there had been 
an increase in arrest during the 
past two weeks, 

Mayor « Grimes © briefly 
reviewed the financial’ state- 
ment, noting that income was 
below budget but so. were 
expenses, Expenses are about 
$30,000. below budgeted 
amounts for the first ten months 
of this fiscal year, 

The actual sales tax figures 
shown in the budget are mis- 
leading, explained’ the mayor. 
He éxplained that the state 
department of revenue was in 
the process of changing comput- 
er programs and has fallen 
behind in tansmitting sales 
taxes to the municipalities of 
Alabama. 

When the sales tax income is 
back on schedule and annual 
financial institution tax of 
$55,000 is received, the mayor 
promises the budget revenues 
will be much closer to. projected 
figures. the financial statement 
presented to the council on 


Monday ,evening showed’ an 
income» deficit “of ~ about 
$338,000 for the year to date, 

City Clerk Wayne ‘Grantham 
noted that the streets torn up by 
the sewer upgrade had been 
repaved. They only lack reset- 
ting of sewer main covers and a 
final inspection before’ that proj- 
ect is completed. 

Grantham also. commended 
those involved in construction 
of the Elba Playground project. 

Bids requests for additional 
residential garbage cans and six 
new six yard dumpster’ were 
approved by the council mem- 
bers. 


In other business, commis- 
sioners: 

* Awarded the bid for building 
the Zion Chapel Senior Center 
to Simco Construction Inc. at 
$257,787. Also. approved’ a 
motion authorizing the highway 
department to complete some 
site prep work at the site. 

* Approved a motion to waive 
the fee for use of the communi- 
ty, room for. MOM. (Mothers 
Opposing Meth). Beth Williams 
addressed , commissioner on 
behalf of this organization and 
said they would like to begin 
holding support group meetings 
in’ October.’ She said MQM 
wants to work with law enforce- 


ment to fight the meth and drug ! 


use epidemic. 

* Approved a motion to have 
minutes from commission meet- 
ing printed and sent to commis- 
sioners no later than the 
Wednesday afternoon following 
the meeting. Commissioner 
Dalyrmple said this would help 
commissioners ‘as ,information 
would still be fresh on their 
minds.

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HORRIFIC. ACCIDENT OCCURS EARLY. FRIDAY MORNING...Two men ‘sustained serious 
injuries as a result of a head-on collision early Friday moming, Sept..22, on Alabama Highway 189 
North in Elba.

Coffee’ County residents can relate to the 
Elkport, lowa , in Northeast, lowa . They have had flooding 
and Volga rivers overflowed and 


also in 1994, 1908, 1916,1922. Then heavy rains caused Elk 
Creek to swell and breach its dike in May 2004. The resi- 
dents and FEMA decided to give up on the small town and 
now 27 homes, the old general store and the stone elemen- 
tary school will be flattened.

There was talk of moving Elba after 
the 1998 flood, but FEMA officials acknowledged they had 
never tackled anything of this magnitude and had no idea 
where enough money to relocate a community this size 
would come from.. They added it would take years and years 
to set up the legalistics of such an undertaking: Thus. efforts 
were successfully concentrated on, rebuilding the levees 


around both Elba and Geneva..
